This, Sir, 1 beg Leave by your Means to re- 
commend to the ſerious Attention of the World, 
leſt whilſt they think themſelves engaged in per- 
forming a pious Office to their deceaſed Friends, 
they ſhould be actually committing the moſt in 
human of all Murders.

The SPEECH of Miſt. PoiLy Baxter, before a Court 
of TFudicature, at Connectiout near Boſton in 
New-England, where ſhe æuas proſecuted the fifth 
Time, for having a Baſtard Child: Which influ- 
enced the Court to diſpence with her Puniſhment, 
and induced one of her Judges to marry her the next 
Day. 

AY it pleaſe the HonourableBench, to indulge 

M me in a few Words : I am a poor unhappy 
Woman, who have no Money to fee Lawyers to 
plead for me, being hard put to it to get a tolerable 
Living. I ſhall not trouble your Honours with long 
Speeches; for I have not the Preſumption to expect, 
that you may, by any Means, be prevailed on to 
deviate in your Sentence from the Law, in my Fa- 
your. All Thumbly hope is, That your Honours 
_ would charitably move the Governor's Goodneſs 
on my Behalf, that my Fine may be remitted. This 
is the Fifth Time, Gentlemen, that I have been 
dragg'd before your Court on the ſame Account; 
twice I have paid heavy Fines, and twice I have 
been brought to public Puniſhment, for want of 
Money to pay thoſe Fines. This may have beer 
agreeable to the Laws, and I don't diſpute it; but 
fince Laws are ſometimes unreaſonable in them- 
ſelves, and therefore repealed, and others bear 
too hard on the Subject in partieular Circumſtan-

or Child. Abſtracted from the Law, I cannot con- 
ceive (may it pleaſe your Honours) what the Na- 
ture of my Offence is. I have brought five fine 
Children into the World, at the Riſque of my 
Life; I have maintained them well by my own In- 
duſtry, without burthening the Townſhip, and 
would have done it better, if it had not been for 
the heavy Charges and Fines I have paid. Can it 
be a Crime (in the Nature of Things I mean) 
to add to the Number of the Ki Subjects, in 
a new Country that really wants : eople ? I own 
it, I ſhould think it a Praiſe-worthy, rather than 
2 puniſhable Action. I have debauch'd no other 
Woman's Huſband, nor enticed any Youth ; theſe 
Things I never was charged with, nor has any one 
the leaſt Cauſe of Complaint againſt me, unleſs, 
Perhaps the Miniſter or Juſtice, becauſe I have-had 
Children without being married, by which they 
have miſſed a Wedding-Fee. But, can this ever 
be a Fault of mine? I appeal to your Honours. 
You are pleaſed to allow I don't want Senſe ; but I 
muſt be ſtupified to the laſt Degree, not to prefer 
the honourable State of Wedlock to the Condition 
I have lived in. I always was, and ſtill am will- 
ing to enter into it; and doubt not my behaving 
well in it, having all the Induſtry, Frugality, Fer- 
tility, and Skill in Oeconomy, appertaining to a 
ood Wife's Character. I defy any Perſon to ſay, 
ever refuſed any Offer of that Sort : On the con- 
trary, I readily conſented ta the only Propoſal of 
Marriage that was ever 'made me, which was when 
I was a Virgin; but too eaſily confiding in the 
Perſon's Sincerity that made it, I unhappily loſt my 
own Honour, by truſting to his; for he got my 
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with Child, and then forſook me: That very Per- 
ſon you all know; he is now become a Magiſtrate 
of this Country ; and I had Hopes he would have 
appeared this Day on the Bench, and have endea- 
voured to moderate the Court in my Favour ; then 
I ſhould have ſcorned to have mentioned it ; but I 
muſt now complain of it, as unjuſt and unequal, 
That my Betrayer and Undoer, the firſt Cauſe of 
all my Faults and Miſcarriages (if they muſt be 
deemed ſuch) ſhould be advanced to Honour and 
Power in the Government, that puniſhes my · Miſ- 
fortunes with Stripes and Infamy. I ſhould be told, 
tis like, that were there no Act of Aſſembly in the 
Caſe, the Precepts of Religion are violated by my 
Tranſgreſſions. If mine, then, is a religious Of- 
fence, leave it to religious Puniſhments. You have 
already excluded me from the Comforts of your 
Church Communion. Is not that ſufficient? You 
believe I have offended Heaven, and muſt ſuffer 
eternal Fire; will not that be ſufficient? What 
Need is there, then, of your additional Fines and 
Whipping ? I own, I do not think as you do; for, 
if I thought what you call a Sin, was really ſuch, 
I could not preſumptuouſly commit it. But, how 
can it be believed, -that Heaven is angry at my 
having Children, when to the little done by me to- 
wards it, God has been pleaſed to add his Divine 
Skill and admirable Workmanſhip, in the Forma- 
tion of their Bodies, and crown'd it, by furniſh- 
ing them with rational and immortal Souls. For- 
give ae, Gentlemen, if I talk a little extrava- 
gant] on theſe Matters; I am no Divine, but if 
you, Gentlemen, muſt be making Laws, do not 
turn natural and uſeful Actions into Crimes, by 
your Prohibitions. But take into your wiſe Con- 
ſideration, the great and growing Number of 
Batchelors in the Country, many of whom from 
the mean Fear of the Expences of à Family, have 
never ſincerely and honourably courted a Woman 

| in 
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| in their Lives; and by their Manner of Living, 
| leave unproduced (which is little better than Mur- 
| der) Hundreds of their Poſterity to the Thouſandth 
| Generation. Is not this a greater Offence againſt 
| the Public Good, than mine ? Compel them, then, 
by Law, either to Marriage, or to pay double the 
| Fine of Fornication every Year. What muſt 
| young Women do, whom Cuſtom have forbid 
| to ſolicit the Men, and who cannot force them- 
| ſelves upon Huſbands, when the Laws take no 
| Care to provide them any; and yet ſeverely puniſh 
them if they do their Duty without them; the Du- 
| ty of the firſt and great Command of Nature, and 
of Nature's God, Encrec/e aud multiply. A Duty, 
| from the ſteady Performance of which, nothing has 
| been able to deter me; but for its Sake, ] have 
hazarded the Loſs of the Public Efteem, and have 
3 frequently endured ,public Diſgrace and Puniſh- 
ment; and therefore ought, in my humble Opi- 
nion, inſtead of a Whipping, to have a Statue 
erected to my Memory. ;
